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REPORT 



TO THE QUEEN’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 



Mat it please tour Gracious Majesty, 

1. We, the Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests for Ireland, 
appointed under an Act passed in the 7th and Sth years of your Majesty’s reign, entitled 
“ An Act for the more effectual Application of Charitable Donations and Bequests in 
Ireland,” humbly beg leave to submit to your Majesty this our Thirty-seventh Annual 
Report. 



2. Since our last Report 27 meetings have been summoned, and of these 25 have 
been effectual. We have made 197 orders in various matters affecting charities and 
charity property, besides providing for the regular issue of the sums payable to the 
charities under our control. 

3. The amount of our solicitor’s costs for the past year was £294 ISs. lOcZ., of which 
£9 Os. lid is chargeable upon the Vote as irrecoverable, the remainder being provided 
for out of the various charity funds. 



4. The Exchequer continues to receive from us £41 ISs. 4c7. , being the annual divi- 
dend on an old endowment, from private sources, placed in the hands of the late Board 
in 1S15, “to assist them in recovering embezzled charities this is not required for that 
purpose, so long as costs incurred, and not otherwise realized, are paid out of the 
Parliamentary vote. 



5. Funds for various charitable purposes, to the number uf 187, have been lodged 
with us from time to time, since the “ Charitable Donations and Bequests Act (Ireland), 
1S67,” enabled us to accept such voluntary transfers. In the last year these amounted 
to £5,527 6s. 5 d. New three per cent. Stock, £21 4s. 7 cl. Consols, £2,633 15s. id. Cash, 
and £2,525 miscellaneous. 

The entire amount so received since 1S67 is £69,719 10s. Sd. New three per cent. 
Stock, £8,579 9s. 3 d. Consols, £25,021 Os. 6d. Cash, and £9,951 Ss. 3 d. miscellaneous. 

A detailed list of these will be found in the third Schedule. 

Trustees of Charities are becoming better acquainted with the advantage of being thus 
relieved from further responsibility, while providing for the more permanent security 
of the funds. In these cases, unless a complaint is made, we do not interfere in the 
internal management or administration of the charities. We retain the principal sums 
in our corporate name, and remit the income to be managed by the governing bodies of 
the various institutions. 



6. When a fund remains vested in private trustees, vacancies continually occur which 
have to be filled up in order to secure the funds and provide for their management. It 
often happens either that no power has been reserved for the remaining trustees to 
appoint new ones, or that they neglect to do so. In most cases it thus becomes 
necessary to apply to the Court at great expense to the charity fund, and the costs of 
such applications recur from time to time. Of late years this inconvenience has 
been partially remedied, by the Trustees of their own accord, or by the Court of 
Chancery with their concurrence, transferring the fund to our custody. 
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4 THIRTY-SEVENTH REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS 

Any alteration in the law enabling vacancies in Trustees to be filled up without 
resorting to the Court would be of advantage, especially to small charity funds. I hus we 
might be empowered by a simple and untechnical course of procedure, yet with ample 
publicity and with almost complete immunity from costs, to keep full the proper 
number of trustees ; while still referring to the Judicial Courts cases of a contentious 
character, or involving such questions of right as might be more satisfactorily dealt 
with by them. 

7. We have exercised the power of sanctioning sales and leases of charity property 
in several cases, where we came to the conclusion that these would be beneficial to the 
endowments, and we have also provided for the due appropriation of the purchase- 
money. Where any deviation from the terms of the trust becomes necessary, or when 
otherwise desirable, "this is done with due publicity by printed notices in the locality, . 
and by advertisements when requisite ; but the charities incur no other expense. 
Before making such orders final, a month’s interval at least is allowed after public notice, 
during which objections and suggestions may be laid before us. The following instances 
-will illustrate the nature and objects of this power : — 

We enabled the Trustees of the Methodist Chapel, in Oriel-street, to sell then- 
premises to the Northern Railway Company for £500, and to apply the purchase-money 
towards erecting a new chapel, on which it is intended to expend £2,000. 

We sanctioned the sale, for £600, of the site of a Catholic and Apostolic Church, 
Belfast, which had been burned — the money to aid in building a new church on a 
more convenient site. 

The Trustees of Lapp’s Asylum, Cork, having found considerable embarrassment 
from a lease made by them, in 1867, of a portion of their ground, we enabled the parties 
to carry out an arrangement by which that lease was surrendered, and a new lease 
granted, more convenient to all parties. 

The leasing power of the Trustees of St. Catherine’s Parish, Dublin, being limited 
by their Act of incorporation to a term of 41 years, the highest rent which they were 
able to obtain for certain business premises under a lease of that duration was £103. 
We authorised the Trustees to grant a lease for a term of 100 years at an improved 
rent of £130. In this, and similar cases, we do not act without employing a valuator, 
independent of the parties interested. 

The Belfast Charitable Society have let for building a plot in Belfast, otherwise of 
little value, for 999 years, at £21 12s. rent, with covenant to expend thereon £600. 

In Robert Getty's Charity, Belfast, a similar lease has been sanctioned, for 999 years, 
at £26 rent, with covenant to expend £500. 

The Ballyeastle Railway having required for their works a plot of ground appropriated 
as gardens for the inmates of twenty small cottages, called “Poor Row,” and endowed by 
Mr. Hugh Boyd, we sanctioned an exchange of land, which enables the Railway Company 
to give somewhat better accommodation to the inmates in a convenient position. The 
interest on the purchase-money, if the land had been sold, would not have been as bene- 
ficial as replacing their gardens by this exchange. 

By a deed of 1748, the then Lord Mornington granted to the Incorporated 
Society some ground in Trim to establish a Protestant school for the support of twenty 
boys and twenty girls, but the school having ceased to exist in 1877, it became neces- 
sary to vary the application of the endowment. After due publication of notices, and 
with the assent of the representative of the grantor, and having also heard the views 
put forward by the Town Council of Trim, we directed that the ground and schoolhouse 
might be sold, and the proceeds be applied for purposes similar to those contemplated 
by the grantor. 

8. Our last Report referred to the schemes framed by us under which various 
donations and bequests, originally intended for the relief of poor debtor prisoners, -were 
allocated to the assistance of deserving and needy prisoners (especially females), without 
religious distinction, on their discharge from prison. In consequence of the attention 
drawn to the subject by the publication of these schemes, a society was formed for the 
Aid of Discharged Roman Catholic Female Prisoners, and was duly certified by the . 
Secretary to the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, in accordance with “ The General Prisons 
(Ireland) Act, 1877.” That society is now in useful operation, and receives the pro- 
portion of the funds allocated for Roman Catholic females. Having communicated 
with the Visiting Committee of Justices, they expressed their intention of forming 
societies for the distribution of the remainder of these funds, but ultimately they did 
not succeed in doing so. 
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Application, however, was received from a society newly formed “ For the Relief of 
‘•'Poor Protestants, both Male and Female, Discharged from Prison,” and to this society, 
which had been duly certified, we entrusted the administration of the proportion of the 
funds applicable for the benefit of Protestants. 

No society has as yet been formed for managing that portion of the income which is 
allocated for Roman Catholic males ; and this part, therefore, is remitted for the present 
to the Prisons Board, which has consented to see to its proper application. 



9. The provision of the statute which requires the publication of charitable bequests in 
the localities iu which they are intended to be applied, is one which the experience of 
each year proves to be highly beneficial to charities. While, as a rule, we insist 
on this provision beiug carried out by executors, we have found that a multiplication 
of advertisements, even though authorized by the terms oi the statute — especially in 
cases in which the bequests are small in amount — sometimes leads to costs beiug incurred 
which press hardly on the fund intended for charitable objects. In such cases, when 
there is a willingness on the part of executors to comply with the law, we are ready 
to exercise the power of exemption, either by limiting the number of advertisements, 
or by wholly dispensing with them. The condition is then imposed of prompt payment of 
the bequests, or of special notices being served on the persons or institutions interested, 
informing them of their rights under the will. There is no more effectual way of securing 
payment of small bequests than by the exercise of this power of exemption fettered by 
such conditions. The registry of these advertisements iu hooks specially kept for the 
purpose, indexed according to the names of testators, and at present amounting in 
number to 3,596, forms a valuable record of charitable bequests, at all times readily 
accessible. 



10. In our hist Report we adverted fully to the endowment left by the late Mr. 
Thomas Charlton for providing marriage portions for the sons and daughters of day 
labourers in the counties of Meath aud Longford, and specially referred to the abuses 
which bad prevailed in the administration of the charity, particularly in the year 1881, by 
the production of false certificates of marriage, aud false statutable declarations. No 
fewer than 47 of these cases were brought under our notice by our solicitor, and we 
laid these before the Irish Government with a view to the prosecution of the offenders. 
Some of the worst cases were selected, and the offenders were prosecuted at the 
Longford Spring Assizes, where they pleaded guilty, and were sentenced to imprison- 
ment. The good effect from the infliction of punishment on these frauds is observable 
in the administration of the charity for the present year, our solicitor having reported 
that he has been able to discover only one case of fraud. The number of claims 
allowed in the two counties of Meath and Longford has been only 43, whereas in the 
past year the number was 100. The sums paid as marriage portions to each of the 
successful claimants on the surplus fuud for the present year, has thus increased 
from £2 13s. to £17. 



11. Under the will of the late General Lord Blayney, an endowment of £1 9,896 Stock 
is available for the maintenance of an alms-house in the town of Castleblayney. • 
It is now in operation, but as the charity has suffered on account of there being an 
insufficient number of trustees able to take an active part in its administration, we 
have directed steps to be taken to have the scheme amended by increasing the number. 



12. The Charity accounts of the Commissioners for the year ended December 31, 
1SS0, were duly audited and declared as correct by the Auditor appointed for that pur- 
pose b}* the Local Government Board. The accounts for the year ended December 31, 
18 SI, have been prepared and submitted for audit in conformity with said Order. 



13. Accounts of the sum voted by Parliament have been regularly furnished by us, in 
accordance with the forms adopted under the direction of the Treasury, and the provi- 
sions of the “ Exchequer and Audit Departments Act, 1866;” and our Appropriation 
Account for the year ending March 31, 1 SSI, has been certified to be correct by the 
Auditor-General of Public Accounts. 
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14. The total amount of the trust funds which were under our care and control in 
cash, and vested in Government and other securities, on the 31st December last, as well 
as the annual amount of rents and annuities under our control, will be found set forth 
in the second Schedule. 

All which we submit as our Report, and in testimony thereof have caused our 
corporate seal to be hereto affixed, this 5th day of July, 1882.
